As most residents of that province are aware, tuberculosis in Saskat- | 
chewan was some years ago brought virtually within the category of State | 
Medicine when the sanatoria were placed under the administration of the | 
Saskatchewan Anti-Tuberculosis League, with authority given the League 
to impose an annual tax levy on all municipalities, rural and urban, which, 
supported by government grants, furnishes the finances for treatment of 
all cases of the disease found within the province.’ In addition, it should 
be added, the funds for supplementary preventive work are secured from 
voluntary contributions realized by the sale of Christmas seals. 2 

While not quite patterned on the Saskatchewan system, the fight | 
against the disease in Manitoba is waged along somewhat similar lines and 
at the time of writing the Alberta Legislature has a bill before it which 
will virtually place the war against T. B. in that province within the State 
Medicine plane, if adopted. 

As a result of the work done in Saskatchewan during the past decade, 
that province can boast, and with justification, that it is in the van of the 
fight and has to-day the lowest death rate from tuberculosis of any prov- 
ince in the Dominion, 30 per 1,000 deaths for last year. :

present is being done to cope with the menace.

While much has been done to reduce this dis- 
ease among the cattle of the prairie provinces and to minimize the risk of 


infection from cattle to human beings via the milk route, there is still} 


danger of infection from this source and will continue to be until it has! 
been entirely stamped out of the herds, ; 

Eradication will not be gomplete until such time as compulsory in- 
Spection of cattle for bovine tuberculosis and slaughter of all re-actors in 
the entire zone of tle three provinces is in effect, but this consumption 
cannot be achieved until there is a sufficiently strong public demand for it. 

Until that time farmers and residents of the smaller towns and villages 
outside of the T.B. free zones are subject to risk of contagion bP milk 
from cattle suffering from bovine tuberculosis. This risk, however, could 
be materfally minimized if farmers and others owning milch cattle would 
in the meantime, have their cattle tested at their own expense and slaughter 
re-actors. By so doing, they can at least afford protection for their own 
families and their customers. 

It is true that such action might result in some immediate financial 
loss to cattle owners who take this precaution, but it might be less ex- 
pensive in the long run than to continue to take chances of infection from 
that source.

“While it fs true that great ad- 
vances have been made in the con 
trol of communicable diseases there 
are other diseases which are at the 
present time taking too great a toll 
of life I have in mind such cond 
tions as heart disease, tuberculagis 
pneumonia influenza and candhe 
particularly the latter, Major Hon 
CC, G. Power, M.C., Minister of Pen 
sions and National Health, told the 
annual meeting of the Ottawa 
Social Hygiene Council recently 

Major Power complimented the 
Council, its parent body the Health, 
League of Canada and all active 


health agencies on the strides made 
in decreasing the mortality rate of 
such direases as diphtheria and ty 
phoid fever by educating the public 


to a greater use of toxoids, pas 
teurization and other preventive 
measures. 


At the same time he pointed out 
that there was no positive preven- 
tion against cancer, tuberculosis and 
heart disease. Nevertheless all are 
cureable if treated in their early 
states of development. To that end 
the one positive means of control 
was the periodic health examination 
which assured early recognition and 
consequently punctual and effective 
treatment 

How necessary it is to check the 
spread of cancer is indicated by the 
fact that there were 10,570 known 
cancer-deaths in the Dominion in 
1934. Similarly there has been a 
marked increase in deaths due to 
heart disorders since 1926 when vital 
statistics for the whole of Canada 
were available for the first time. 
While tuberculosis-deaths are known 
to be on the decline, medical authori- 
tles are of the opinion that they 
could have been decreased 50 per 
cent. last’ year if the measures for 
combating the disease had been more 
“uniformly and effectively” applied.

Trade With Mother Land 


Should Form Practical Demonstra- 
tion Of Regard, Says Massey 

Canada's growing importance as 
an industrial country was stressed 
by Hon. Vincent Massey, the Do- 
minion’s high commissioner to Lon- 
don, at a luncheon given by the 
Canadian Chamber of Commerce in 
Great Britain. 

He believed trade between Canada 
and the United Kingdom “age 
form a practical demonstration be- 
tween the two countries of their re- 
gard for an interest in each other,” 
and lauded the economic progress in 
the Old Country. 

The Dominion was often visual- 
ized as a land of open spaces with 
& population almost entirely rural, 
said Mr. Massey, But Canada was 
becoming more and more an indus- 
trial country. She possessed a per- 
manent seat on the governing body 
of the International Labor office at 
Geneva as one of the 10 countries of 
chief industrial importance. The 
chairman of that body was at pres- 
ent a Canadian (Dr. Walter Riddell, 
Dominion representative at Geneva). 

Trade could prosper only in an 
atmosphere of mutual .comprehen- 
sion, with mutual support between 
public administration and private 
enterprise, he declared. Britain had 
made a happy compromise between 
these principles in the British In- 
dustries fair. At the recent fair

Harnesses Sun Power With A Re- 
volving Battery Of Mirrors 


| H. EB. McCoy, bald Los Ange’es in- 


ventor, gingerly held a steel plate in 


sunlight" and chuckled as the ray 
promptly melted a hole through the 
plate, the molten metal dripping 
down like melted butter. 

He waved triumphantly at a huge 
revolving battery of 60 mirrors
